NEW LAW GIVES 
INDIANS VOTE 


Citizenship Act Provides Way 
For Indians To Cast Ballot In 
Coming Fall Elections. 


W ashington, July 16.—Provided the 
various states that embrace their res­ 
ervations will set up the necessary m a­ 
chinery, thousands of Indians will be­ 
come voters in the coming elections 
as a* result of the Citizenship Act; 
passed a t the recent session of Con* 
gress. 
W ith the passage of the law every 
native-born Indian in 
the 
United 
States autom atically became a citizen, 
Commissioner Burke recently estim at­ 
ing tile number a t approxim ately 125,- 
000. 
A t least one-fourth of this 
number, it is calculated, are adults 
and therefore entitled to vote except 
in states where the election laws fix 
certain qualifications, such as educa­ 
tional, property ownership or paym ent 
of 
poll 
taxes, that the new Indian 
citizens may not be able to meet. 
Minor Hindrance 
However, this condition is believed 
by authorities on the subject to be 
only a minor hindrance to the newly 
enfranchised Indians going 
to 
the 
polls, the chief obstacle mentioned 
boing the lack of organized machinery. 
Most of the Indians, it is pointed out, 
live on closed reservations located in 
unorganized counties where there are 
no officials to provide the necessary 
ballots, polling places and other elec­ 
tion facilities. 
Affects Others 
Not only the Indians in the partic­ 
ular 
circumstances 
described 
are 
prevented from casting their votes, 
but even white citizens living on the 
reservations have no such opportuni­ 
ty. 
In one or two states, however, this 
condition is said to havg been remedied 
by counties bordering on Indian reser­ 
vations perm itting the citizens in un­ 
organized jurisdictions to cast their 
ballots in the adjoining counties. 
More than 200,000 Indians had been 
made citizens before the pasage of the 
new citizenship act and a large per­ 
centage of these are said to be placed 
in the sim ilar position of not being 
able to vote solely because the facili­ 
ties enabling them to exercises this 
right are not available.

driver, more than’ a year ago. 
The 
others wert* Tony Briglia, of Verga; 
Frank VV. Taylor and his son-in-law, 
Edward Allen, of Gloucester City, all 
three of whom were convicted of the 
m urder of W alter Crozier on his farm 
in Chapel Heights July 30 last year. 
41 Minutes Time 
It was the first time that four men 
have been put to death in one night at 
the prison. The firfct was eld into the 
death chamber at 8:15 o’clock and the 
last one was pronounced dead forty- 
one minutes later. 
Bagdonowitz 
followed 
the 
Rev’ 
Thomas Kirk and the Rev. Alfonso 
Palomlj, prison chaplains, 
into 
the 
grim room a t 8:15 o’clock. The num­ 
ber of witnesses was so great that 
they were divided into two groups, 
each group witnessing two electrocu­ 
tions.
